SAN FRANCISCO, (lP)—California’s 
supreme court today again refused the 
freedom to Thomas J. Mooney, con- 
victed of San Francisco’s 1916 Pre- 
paredness Day bombing. 

The high tribunal rejected Mooney’s 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus in 
his latest fight for release from San 
Quentin Penitentiary where he is 
serving life.

Court of the United States. He said the 
decision cleared the way for such ac- 
tion. It would be Mooney’s last hope 
for freedom. 

The California court held Mooney 
was given a fair tiral and was fairly 
convicted as a _ perpetrator of the 
bombing, which killed 10 persons and 
maimed 40 others and which was sup- 
posedly a protest against American en- 
try into the World War. 

He is probably America’s most widely 
known prisoner. The charge that his 
trial was prejudiced because of his 
labor union activities made his a 
“cause celebre” for labor organizations 
throughout the world, inspired numer- 
ous leagues and committees for his de- 


fense and has resulted in an unceas- |
